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This is in response to the petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a), filed August 11, 2002, (certificate of 
mailing August 5, 2002.) 



The petition is GRANTED . 



The above-identified application and papers have been reviewed and found in compliance with 
37 CFR 1.47(a).
